T. HE Czariſh Majefly Himfſelf,and the Great Men of his 
Court do already take Tobacco, and 'tis certain if the 
Trade were open, (that they might have it upon as eaſy Terms 
as our People in England,the C2ar would grant a Lzberty to [m- 
it into his Domnons, where the People would be very for- 
ward for the Conſumption of it, when beſides their own ſtrong 
Natural Inclinatiqns to it,they ſhould be Influenced by the Exam- 
ple of the Court. | ; 

IE. Tf the Trade be reſtrained to fo few hands as at preſent it 1s, 
tisnot reaſonable to expect that a Lzberty will be granted by the 
Car to Import Tobacco into his Dommons ; becauſe He will ſee 
that Hs People cannot be fupplyed but at ſuch Rates as thoſe 
Merchants. pleaſe to ſet upon it, the Mongpoly being in ſo few 
hands,and F7e will be the more induc'd to inlarge or reſtrain the 
Trade as He ſhall ſee the Prefident ſet by the Parliament of Eng- 
land, who are better acquainted with Trade. 

HI. If fuch a Zzberty of Importation ſhould be granted with- 
out the Enlargement of the Trade, it would be of no advantage to 


any body,but thoſe tew {4 chants ofthe Company, who.would not 
regard ſo much the Quantzty exported from England,as the Profit 


they could get by.tt to themſelves,and might always have Tobacco 


lying by.them there, and yet not over-trade (as they ſay) nor 
would the Conſumption increaſe ; ' As for Inflance, If Spice were 
cheaper,” more would 'be ſpent, but the Dutch Eaft- India Company 
would not get more Profit. © TS ce” by 
- TV. In Free Trade to the Czar's Dominions by a moderate 
Computation,there:might be conſum'd yearly 20000 H ogſheads 
of Tobacco,the advantage of which to England would be as fol lows, 
212. The firſt coſt of the Negroes, tomake it in the Plantations, 
will bring in One hundred and fixty thouſand Pounds Sterling; 
thoſe Negroes will conſume yearlyaboveT wenty thouſand pounds 
flerling in Goods carry'd from England ; It will imploy yearly 40 
Sail of Shzps (of Two hundred Tuns each) to the Plantations,and 
ten or twelve more to Ruſſia, which Ships will imploy t 500 Sea- 
men; the Manufacturing this Tobactgin England before it is Ex- 
ported will Imploy about Ten thouſand poor People, beſides all 
the Charge of Importing and Exporting, which will Imploy ma- 
ny more; All which will be ſo much in Price to thoſe that Buy 
it after the Exportation, and will add ſo much to the Ballance 
of the Trade of England. 
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
